Mood roads in a MMjl mea- 
sure determine the prosperity «f 
the community. Not only is tbiu 
linaiiclally so but It Is also, in a 
great measure, morally, mentally ami 
I'Ocially so. It you should live In a 
community when- there is a good 
church om- and one halt miles away 
hut ttM roads were too rough and 
muddy for you to attend, would Mils 
church i" likely to be of any moral 
benefit to you'.' The chances an' 
that It would not. tho It might in 
an Indirect way. The same Is tru> 
with schools. The exposure Is too 
great for children to slaud wlo n 
tb.y have to walk a MM or two 
thru tin' mud and snow to g< 1 to 
I the school house. In some com- 
munities both in nb und south tie 
hoard of education has consolidated 
l hire or four school districts lulo 
one. and by uniting the students aj 
the same classification they are abl" 
to have prosperous schools with 
about half the number ol teachers, 
thus saving a great sum ol money 
with which they hire a roach anU 
tiansfer Hi" children to and Ironi the 
school.
